ANNUAL  REPORT  1941 


WATER  SUPPLY.  The  extension  of  the  main  to  Ringmer  proceeded 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  private  water-mains  serving 
part  of  the  parish  were  purchased  and,  by. the  end  of  the  year, 

231  consumers  were  being  supplied  by  the  Council.  Further  work  is 
proceeding.  Close  co-operation  is  being  maintained  with  the  Water 
Engineer,  Mr.  R.  P.  Cheale  concerning  the  purity  of  the  supply. 
Samples  are  taken  monthly.  All  of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfac- 
tory. Samples  of  water  from  other  sources  submitted  for  analysis 
numbered  29. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  fortnightly  collection  of  the  disposal  of 
house  refuse  'continues  as  formerly. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SCHEME.  This  service  continues  to  do  good  work. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  Of  the  five  sewage  disposal  works  serving  the 
parishes  of  Ringmer,  West  Firle,  Barcombe,  Newick  and  Ditchling  none 
can  be  considered  as  satisfactory.  All  are  in  need  of  reconstruction 
or  extension. 

HEAT  1 Im SPEC T 1 UN  . There  are  no  official  slaughter  houses  operating 
in  the  district.  All  animals  killed  for  private  use  are  inspected. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNI SAT I ON" . Total  immunised  1,725.  Under  5 years  456. 
Over  5 years  1, ~2&ST.~ 

SCABIES . Cases  in  unaccompanied  evacuees  were  treated  in  the  Nevill 
Road.  Hospital  owing  to  the  difficulties  that  arose  owing  to  the 
billets  having  other  children  as  contacts.  ■ Comparatively  few  cases 
occurred  in  local  residents.

The  extension  of  water  mains  to  Ringmer  was  completed  during 
the  year,  60  new  consumers  were  added  during  the  year.  The  close 
co-operation  with  the  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  R.  P.  Gheale  continues  and 
regular  sampling  is  maintained.  26  samples  of  water  from  other 
sources  were  submitted  for  analysis.

The  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained. 
CESSPOOL  EMPTYING-  SCHEME. 

A new  cesspool  emptying  machine  was  purchased  during  the  year 
to  replace  the  original  machine  now  kept  in  reserve. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  difficulties  experienced  in  maintaining  the  sewage  disposal 
works  in  the  parishes  of  Ditchling,  Ringmer,  West  Firle , Newick  and 
Barcombe  continues  to  increase. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  . 

The  knackers  yards  are  licensed  in  the  area,  at  one  of  which 
horses  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption.

SCABIES. 


An  arrangement  was  entered  into  whereby  the  District  Nursing 
Associations  agreed  to  the  cleansing  of  scabies  cases  being  under- 
taken by  the  district  nurses  at  a fee  of  3 /-  per  completed  case. 
Most  of  the  cases  occur  through  the  return  of  children  to  town 
leading  to  reinfestation.
